WHAT PRICE ASTRONOMY 

“T^IIAT good is it?” is a question in the 

/ ’ » minds of a great many people when 
they hear of huge investments in observa¬ 
tories and vast endowments to carry on the 
search of the heavens. The question is ir¬ 
ritating to a scientist who is almost moved 
to combat by it. But it is a fair question, 
because it must have been answered before 
hard-headed millionaires would provide the 
means for carrying the work further. 

Strange as it may seem, man has learned 
about the earth and his own immediate en¬ 
vironment by studying the stars. He has 
learned about the constitution of matter by 
studying the tenuous gases of the sun. The 
chemical elements have always existed in 
the earth. But the presence of many of 
them were not suspected until the spectro¬ 
scope began to tell the secrets of the sun. 
The maiwelous refinements of that instru¬ 
ment during the last quarter century have 
carried obseiwers into realms little sus¬ 
pected before. 

In the not distant past, chemistry was 
one science, physics another, geology, as¬ 
tronomy and mathematics were still others. 
Now scientists are convinced of the abso¬ 
lute unity of all of them, and of complete 
co-operation among all. Some of the most 
valuable metal alloys used in modem in¬ 
dustry are the result of co-operation be¬ 
tween astronomers and physicists who first 
detected the new elements in flaming stars. 

Just the other day Owen D. Young, chair¬ 
man of the boai'd of the General Electric 
Company, paid his tribute to these scientists 
in a public address. He has found a kind 
of poetry that pays. He said: 


“I salute the w'orkers in physical reseaich 
as the poets of today. They contribute the 
warming glow of inspiration to industry, 
and when industiy pulls their ideas down 
from the heavens to the earth and har- 
j nesses them for practical service, it, too, 
Teels that it is an important factor, not only 
in the making of things, but on the larger 
stage of human spirit; there may be enough 
poetry in the whir of our machines so that 
our machine age will become immortal.” 

So the clear air of the Sierra IMadre 
mountains will again provide the setting for 
new excursions into remote space with an¬ 
other “greatest telescope in the world.” The 
new^ instrument to be erected for California 
Institute of Technology will supplement and 
extend the work of Mount Wilson Obseiwa- 
itory in its established position of leadership.

And now 
it looks as if a considerable number of peo¬ 
ple were bent on getting an answer. The 
sooner the better. 

Northeni California will get a strangle 
hold on the government of Califomia if 
proposition No. 1 on the ballot is approved 
by the voters. The small counties of the 
north, with their sparse population, would 
outvote the larger areas and larger popula¬ 
tion of the south in the senate. The thir¬ 
teen southem counties have the bulk of the 
population and of the taxable wealth of the 
I state. And yet the north would always 
have the whip hand in the state senate. 
Better let the present arrangement ride, un¬ 
fair as it is, than tie ourselves up under that 
kind of rule. The cry alxiut city domination 
of state politics which is urged in support 
of the act is just a bogey-man raised to 
frighten the rural districts.

TAXING NATIONAL BANKS 

O NE of the most vital propositions sub¬ 
mitted to the voters is No. 3, on Taxa¬ 
tion. Its adoption is necessary to avoid e.x- 
empting national banks from taxation in 
California. If it is defeated the millions of 
dollars which the banks should pay will 
have to be paid by someone else. Even the 
banks do not offer any argument against it. 
The new law is made necessary by a court 
decision declaring the old law taxing nation¬ 
al banks as invalid.
